Gromyko's unexpected absence led to speculation that 
Russia again would refuse to participate in a vote on Ber- 
nard M. Baruch’s proposal, At a previous meeting at which 
the plan was endorsed in principle, 10 to 0, Gromyko de- 
clined to take part in any ballot and Poland was recorded 
as abstaining. 

Gromyko was the only principal delegate not in attendance 
Friday. Baruch represented the United States and Sir Alex- 
ander Cadogan Great Britain. 

The meeting got under way with the United States, bolster- 
ed by Canadian support, standing firm against any veto on

OTTAWA.—Freight rates on the Northern Alberta Rail- 
way between Edmonton and Waterways have been ordered 
reduced to bring them into line with the prevailing prairie seale 
of rates, This is the result of a judgment of the federal board 
of transport commissioners to be published shortly.

Arthur said, The new scale will bring rates on the Edmonton- 
Waterways branch of the system down to the scale in effect on 
the Peace River branch, These are based on the general

NEW YORK, (AP)—The United 
States will be asked to make the 
mid-Manhattan site along the East 
river, selected as a permanent home 
for the United Nations, a virtually 
‘inviolable international zone, A. H. 


Feller, genera] counsel of the world 
organization, said Thursday. 

Feller said negotiations will be 
opened next month between the 
United States government and U.N 
Oflicials on a proposed draft treaty 
establishing the zone. 

The proposed agreement, which 
will require approval of the United 
States senate and the United Na- 
tions general assembly, will not re- 
quest “extra-territoriality”’ of the 
East river area, Feller said. 

But, he added, it would provide 
for Trygve Lie, United Nations sec- 
retary-general, to have exclusive 
authority to approve or deny entry 
|to the site of any person, and to| 
prescribe conditions governing the 
presence of any person in the area | 

Service of legal process and seizure 
of private property also would be 
governed by permission of the sec- 
retary-general, Feller said, although 
the proposed agreement stresses he 
would be exnected to co-operate with 
federal, state and local officials. | 

Under terms of the draft agree- 
ment, the secretary-general could 
request assistance of local police in 
providing protection inside the zone, 
or he could establish a separate 
United Nations police department.

| Gardens, 


Indians Claiming 
Territory in Ohio 


DETROIT, (AP) A Detroit 
lawyer, known to the Indians as 
Chief Onee-Wash-Ka — Chief Who 
Sees All Over the Land — is look- 
ing hard at Cedar Point, Ohio, one 
piece of land the Indians want back. 

Peter P. Gilbert offered his serv- 
ices to the Cherokees Thursday in 
|response to a plea from Tom-Pee- 
Saw, a tribesman from Parsons, 
Kansas, who believes the Redmen 
came out on the wrong end of a deal 
involving Ohio territory in 1805. 

At that time, Tom-Pee-Saw 
charges, the Pottowatime and Ot- 
tawa tribes agreed to sell 3,840,000 
acres of land, now constituting 10 
counties in northern Ohio, to the 
British-owned Connecticut Land 
company and the United States. 

The Indians were to get $6,825 
cash and from then on $1,000 a 
year, But, insists Tom-Pee-Saw, 
Cedar Point, now the site of an 
amusement park, never was in the 
boundaries of that purchase — 
Ohio just annexed it. 

So Tom-Pee-Saw recently sent 
up a smoke signal asking for a 
lawyer to file claim against Ohio for 
Cedar Point. If the Indians claims 
are valid, Tom-Pee-Saw hinted, 
there may be plenty of wampum 
available for a lawyer's fee. 


Manhunt Follows 
Murder in London 


LONDON (CP) — A roof-top gun 
fight which ended when police cor- 
nered a man in a house Friday, pro- 
vided the dramatic sequel to the 
Boxing Day murder of an airman 
outside a westend restaurant.

Then he went on to say he be- 
lieved strikes were bad for every- 
body and unnecessary. A few days 
| later the United States News, an 
independent and non-partisan 
weekly Washington review, came 
|out with figures that seemed to 
support the president on the strike 
score. 

The News estimated in 1946 
United States workers lost $1,206,- 
000,000 in wages because they were 
on strike. This did not include 
wages lost to others made idle 
by strikes although not themselves 


involved in wage or other labor 
disnutes 
The News estimated loss to 


industry was 1,025 000,000 man hours 
of work; the loss to the country's 
economy included 2,000,000 auto- 
mobiles, 100,000 homes, 12,000,000 
tons of steel and 148,000,000 tons of 
fuel. 

Estimated result to workers was 
an avereage gain in dollar earnings 
of nine percent and shorter hours 
in some occupations, but the rise 
in prices to consumers was es- 
timated to have turned the wage 
gain into a real loss in buying 
power of four vercent.

that he is prepared to ask congress 
for liberalization of this country’s 
laws to admit thousands of refugees 
into the United States. 

Republican senators, who will hold 
a majority in the session starting 
next Friday, indicated they want 
to see Mr. Truman’s specific pro- 
posal before they commit themseives. 

But Thomas, who tried unsuc- 
cessfully during the last session of 
congress to halt nearly all immigra- 
tion for five years, declared: 
| “I am against immigration. There 
may be a few exceptions, but as 
a general principle I am opposed 
to it until we get our domestic 
economy a little more stabilized— 
and that may take years.” 

He added “if I thought it would 
| do any good I would recommend to 
the state department that they close 
the gates as well to all Americans 
who want to leave this country, 
except for the greatest emergency.” 

Thomas said some Americans vis- 
iting other countries, “all torn to 
pieces and hungry and ragged,” have 
|“their pockets full of money and 
often make scenes of themselves, 
bringing discredit upon the United 
States.”

For comfort and efficiency nothing 
quite like it has been produced be- 
fore in Britain, but its builders 
(Metropolitan-Cammel] Carriage 
and Wagon Co. Ltd.) say “nothing 
elaborate has been attempted.’ 

“The quiet tastes of Their Majes- 
ties have been kept in mind, and 
have curbed any tendency toward 
lavishness,” the company said. 

Have Private Cars 

The King and Queen each will 
have a private car and Princess 
Elizabeth will share another with 
Princess Margaret. A room in the 
Queen's car has been furnished as 
the royal family lounge. 

Because >f its lush, cream-colored, 
gold-lined exterior it has been called 
the “white train.” Eight of its 14 
cars have been custom built, from 
blueprint to finished product, in 
eigiit months. Workmen put in much 
overtime and sacrificed week-ends 
since last March to finish the job 
for mid-Decembxr embarkation for 
South Africa, Ordinarily the job 
would have taken two years. 

The King’s car, with a study, bed- 
room with adjoining bathroom, bed-

Phones and Radios 

The train is a communications 
marvel, It has 69 dial telephones. 
On the King’s semi-circular desk 
there are two phones, one connected 
to the train's exchange, the other 
a direct connection to his secretary 
in another car equipped for mem- 
bers of the staff. 

There are 60 loudspeakers, oper- 
ated from a central receiver over 
which announcements can be made, 
and two radio programs will be 
available to all passengers. The King 
will also have a powerful, inde- 
pendent receiver in his study. 

He will be able to speak by short- 
wave to London at any time, and 
to any part of South Africa. 

Pilot Train Runs Ahead 

A special link will keep the royal 
train in constant, touch with the 
pilot train ahead. In the first train 
will be newspapermen covering the 
tour—the same arrangement as was 
used in Canada during the royal 
visit of 1939. They will have high- 
speed short-weve transmission fa- 
cilities even while the train is 
moving.

VANCOUVER, (CP)—Dr. C. Mc- 
Fraser, 74, internationally- 
known scientist, author and former 
head of the department of zoology

Author of more than 100 scienti- 
fic papers and two books, Dr. raser 
was recognized as an authoritv on 
hydroids, minute organisms which 
are primary source of food in the 
seas. 

He served on many important 
biological commissions, was chair- | 
man of the oceanographic commit- 
tee of the National Research coun- 
cil of Canada, director of the bio- 
lorical station at Nanaimo, from 
1912 to 1919 and chairman of the 
biological section of the Royal So- 
ciety of Canada from 1941 to 1942. | 

He was appointed a fellow of the 
royal society in 1916 and was a 
member of the Handcock expedi- 
tions to the South Pacific and editor 
of the introductory volume of the 
report of the expeditions. |

Not Good Enough 


The folly inherent in the city’s practice of 
limiting the number of taxicab licenses in Ed- 
monton became fully and annoyingly, and in 
some cases distressingly, apparent over the 
Chirstmas holiday, 

Citizens became resigned, during wartime, 
to curtailed services of all kinds, But they can- 
not understand why such services, particularly 
essential transportation services, should continue 
to be curtailed now that the war is over and 
manpower is freely available again, 

Taxicabs are part of the amenities of city 
More than that, they are necessities. And 
winter weather adds to their impor- 

Indeed, during a holiday period when 

carelessness is likely to be more pronounced 

than at ordinary times, the ready availability | 
of a taxicab is a large factor in keeping traffic at 

a minimum. 

But on Christmas Eve and Christmas Day 
only the fortunate were able to employ them. 
Edmonton people could have used ten times as | 
many cabs as were available. And that probably 
boils down to the fact, that on normal occasions, 
this city needs more than twice the number of 
cabs that are permitted to be in operation. 

The city council has only one function in 
regard to this matter. Its only interest in the 
taxicab situation is to see that the citizens are 
given an adequate and decent and civil taxicab 
service 

Unfortunately the practical application of its 
present policy seems to create exactly the op- 
posite result. Cabs are scarce, Charges are un- | 
duly high With some notable exceptions, the } 
service given 1S notoriously poor, 

These conditions will prevail until the limit 
is completely taken off taxi licenses and healthy 
competition permitted to level out the abuses 
and shortages of which the public so bitterly

Christmas Casualties 


It not news, but figures compiled the 
morning after showed again that the people of 
this continent have not mastered the art of 
celebrating Christmas safely and sanely. 

More than forty traffic accidents in Edmon- 
ton make clear that this community is not un- 
like others. Of course the streets were crowd- 
ed and slippery. But everybody knew this, It 
strains credulity to suppose that half or more of 
these crashes and spills could not have been 
avoided. 

Fortunately there were no fatalities, and few 
were injured, in these mishaps. This is evidence

that caution did govern the conduct of motorists 
generally, Had careless driving been at all 
common, it is beyond reasonable supposition

that so many accidents could have occurred with- 
out some person or persons being killed, 


Early returns showed that in the United 
States—where they pay more attention to 
statistics than is done in Canada—190 persons 


died over the holiday as the result of road-smash- 
es, falls, and shootings. By the end of the week | 
the number will probably be substantially higher 
as figures from remota points are gathered in. 

In Canada 29 people were killed over the 
Christmas holiday, most of them in traffic ac- 
cidents and fires, Canada’s population is about 
one-twelfth that of the United States. Twelve 
times 29 is 348. 

Population ratio considered, Christmas fatal- 
ities in Caada were 78 per cent more than the 
figures given for the United States. }

Whether one approves this or not, it is “plan- 
ned economy.” The object is to know in advance 
what British consumers will have to pay for 
imported food and British manufacturers for im- 
ported materials. This very plain assumption 
has been confirmed by a direct statement by the 
parliamentary secretary of Britain’s ministry of 
works, 

This being the policy of the British Govern- 
ment, what would be the outlook for the Can- 
adian wheat-grower if Canada had not made the 
wheat agreement? Quite obviously London 
would have looked elsewhere, everywhere else, 
for a chance to make such an agreement. And 


| year and in the following years in an atmosphere 
of speculation as to what the grain would be 
| worth when the crops were threshed,. 

At present Canada could probably get more 
in world markets for the wheat it is shipping 
to Britain under contract. That is not certain 
but the claim is confidently made, and there is 
no way of knowing that the claim is wrong -- or 
right. 

In any case the Canadian wheat-grower 
knows what he will get for half, or more than 
half, the wheat he will grow during the three 
following years. In no other country in the 
world have wheat-growers the advantage of this 
foreknowledge. That positive guarantee is to 
be set against the possible loss the farmer is now 
taking because he is selling part of this year's 
crop to Britain for less than is being paid in oth- 
er markets, 

One point is worth noting. The world price 
for wheat is not at all likely to stay above the 
$2.00 per bushel mark until 1950, As likely as 
not it will drop to something nearer half this 
figure. For the reason that the impoverished 
countries cannot pay such a price, They are 
buying now on time, with money borrowed from 
the exporting countries, 

That debt-building game cannot go on, They 
will have to start paying with what they produce. 
Then wheat will be wheat, no matter what qual- 
ity, and the price will be what the importers 
can pay out of their current earnings, 

We will know a lot more about the wisdom 
or unwisdom of the wheat agreement with Brit- 
ain two or three years from now, At present 
it is a guess, with the odds in favor of the agree- 
ment. 


Franco as a Prophet 


The despatches do not explain what dictator 
Franco meant when he said that countries which 
withdraw their ministers or ambassadors from 
Spain will soon be sorry for it. 

Perhaps Franco didn’t explain either. The 
circumstances made it appropriate for him to 
and the veiled prediction may 
have seemed as likely as anything else to soothe 


| the resentment of Spaniards at the indignity he 


has brought on their country, 

This was the fourth time in twelve days that 
Franco raised a protest against the attitude of 
the world at large toward his totalitarian regime. 

Evidently he is worried considerably because 
the governments of the nations, almost without 
exception, have let it be known that they want 
nothing to do with him, Even those which would 
not go all the way in proclaiming an absolute 
auarantine refused because they feared this 
might bring civil war upon the Spanish people, 
not because they approve, respect or trust 
Franco.

1946 Saw Deaths 
Many Famed Men 


TORONTO, (CP) — Famous fig- 
ures in literary and scientific fields 
were included in a jong list of world 
notables who died during 1946. 

Internationally known were Lord 
Keynes, noted economist, H., G,. 
Wells, historian, economist and no- 
velist, Sir James Jeans, astronomer 
and scientist, and Gerhard Haupt- 
mann, brilliant German poet and 
novelist. 

Lord Keynes, credited with play- 
ing an important part in influencing 
the spending policies of President | 
Roosevelt's government died at his 
home in Sussex, England, April 21. 
He was 62 years old, Wells, son of | 
humble parents, who became a fam- 
ous author, died in his sleep in his | 
London home Aug. 13, at the age 
of 79 and Sir James, 69, described by 
the late Sir Oliver Lodge as “one of 
the greatest men in the world,” died 
in Dorking, England, Sept. 16. 
Hauptmann, a former winner of the 
Nobel prize for literature, died June 
8, aged 83.

O'Malley | 
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New Year’s Day Celebrations 


To Include Many Trimmings @

OTTAWA, Dec, 27 -(CP) — For 
many a Canadian household New 
/Year's Day celebrations include a 
|dinner complete with just about 
as many trimmings as the big 
Christmas meal 

For those with chicken—or even 
a second turkey—in mind, home 
economists of the consumer section, 
Dominion department of agricul- 
ture, suggest a method of getting 
four or five extra slices from the 
breast of that New Year's bird.

‘Quick to Defend Misunderstood Drivers 


The average taxicab driver is a 
eourteous, honest, hardworking man 
Who drives carefully but has to 
take a lot of abuse. 

You can take that from three 
women who know. Each of the 
three operates her own fleet of 
@ars, and each is determined to 

ve the rider the best to be had 

the way of taxi service. 

The three “taxicabettes” recent- 
ty attended the American Taxicab 
Association convention in Chicgeo 
and one of them is the first Wo- 
man member of the Association's 
board of directors, 

She is Mrs, Florence Fry, who 
Owns and operates a cab company 
@ Ottumwa, Iowa, And, like Miss 
Emily Rockett of Boston and Miss 
Arlene Miller of Springfield, Mas- 
@achusetts, Mrs. Fry is quick to 
defend the misunderstood cab driv- 
er. 

HE SAYS taxi drivers have

Auburn-haired Mrs. Fry also is 
bitter about people who call cab 
drivers “speed maniacs.” 

“Who urges them to speed?” she 
demands. “It's the same customer 
who wants to get to his destinat- 
ion in half the legal time who is 
the first to place the blame for 
every accident on the cab driver.” 

MRS. FRY also defends the hon- 
esty of the driver. She says her 
cabbies turn in hundreds of um- 
brellas, purses, gloves and even 
billfolds left behind by careless pas- 
sengers. But she says, the cus- 
tomers just take it as a matter of 
course that their belongings will 
be around when they call for them, 

“And would you believe it,” she 
goes on, “some of them don’t even
